The Election 


It has been our practice down through the years to have a 
suitable and proper nexus between the old Administration and 
the new, so that even as the links of a chain, the history of our 
Company would be a continuing account — without interruption 
—of the activities of our Comrades in terms of God and Country. 
We take a justifiable pride in the glorious past, and we look 
forward confidently to a future dedicated to even greater service 
to our fellow-man, regardless of his race, color, or creed. 

The events of the Anniversary Day itself are duly and properly 
recorded in the account as written in Captain Enoch D. Fuller’s 
Record, and without further pause, we shall proceed now, as has 
been our annual custom, to take a fleeting glance at the shifting 
national and international scenes. Here we see a dominant char- 
acteristic that is both their similarity and their contrast. The 
year has been marked by deep and significant change. But 
whereas change has merely demonstrated in our beloved country 
the ability of a true democracy to maintain itself, to progress 
and prosper along the lines of basic principles of natural and 
political law within the framework of accidental differences of 
opinion, the change of personnel in the Politburo, while tolerant 
of no deviation from Party Line has raised the hope of dis- 
ruption of criminals, dishonour amongst thieves, disunion of the 
Soviet Union. 

The outstanding event of the year—U.S.A.—was, undoubtedly, 
the change effected by the quadrennial presidential campaign and 
election. And whether we individually were of the mind that 
it was “time for change” or that things merely change in Time,

both prior to, during, and subsequent to the election, we univer- 
sally enjoyed the assurance that regardless of the event of the 
issue, our country grows more and more united, a stronger and 
stronger buttress of the freedoms of mankind. So we presented 
to the admiring gaze of the world, the scene of one great political 
party taking up the reins of government from another great 
political party, the world’s greatest democracy meanwhile advanc- 
ing with neither hitch nor halt. What a lesson taught, what an 
example given. We, as a nation, with no awkward self-conscious- 
ness nor affectation! In all these troubled years of the twentieth 
century, this, perhaps, has been our finest contribution to uni- 
versal peace. 

The outstanding event of the year, U.S.S.R., was, undoubtedly, 
the change effected by the death of a man, the master criminal, 
the supreme thief, the wholesale murderer — Joseph Stalin. This 
change raises no new political party, but simply places a new 
arch-villain, Malenkov, in the center of the stage. The evil 
principles of Communism perdure, the aims of complete world- 
domination by the Politburo continue. But in the single change 
of a man for a man there lies a hope for the world that the 
ugly beast of International Communism may devour itself as the 
mob struggles for top control of the gang. 

This is the contrast of the year: 

Major change in the U.S.A.— greater unity 
Minor change in the U.S.S.R.— hope of disruption.

THE THREE HUNDRED AND FIFTEENTH FALL FIELD DAY 
TOUR OF DUTY 


September 24, 1952 to October 4, 1952

Havana, the Paris of the Americas on the largest island of 
the West Indies and commonly referred to as the “Pearl of the 
Antilles.” Cuba was visited by Columbus on his first voyage in 
1492 and when he gazed on this tropical paradise he uttered 
those famous words, “the lovliest land that human eyes have 
ever seen.” Our good ship OCEAN MONARCH lazily proceeded 
past Morro Castle, which was designed by the engineer Don Juan 
Bautista Antonelli and was built in 1587 by convict and slave 
labor, and across the harbor to the dock at which we tied up 
at.10:00 a.m. The usual diving boys were out swimming around 
the boat and diving in the dirty, oily water for the coins thrown 
over by the ship’s passengers. 

The Custom officials in true Latin style arrived late at eleven 

a.m. and proceeded to check off the anxious tourists so they could 
go exploring. 
‘The sun was streaming down and the temperature was ninety 
in the shade but that didn’t dampen the ardor of the Ancients 
who swarmed ashore only to be met by a barrage of taxi drivers, 
tourists agents, peddlers and others all trying to get the “Yankee 
dollar.” Havana has changed a lot since we last visited it in 
1938 under the command of Capt. James J. Curry. It is busier 
and dirtier than ever, and more Cadillacs are seen on 
the Prado than on Commonwealth Avenue. Bautista has taken 
over the military city and has machine gun nests at strategic 
places, and at the military city (a part of Havana) he has 
erected a solid brick wall around and across several streets to 
kéep out trespassers. But there is always plenty to see in Havana. 
During the day there were trips out into the country to see 
plantations, or visits to the alligator bag factory, cigar factories, 
distilleries and the famous Sloppy Joe’s. 

‘There is a three-hour drive around the city that takes in the 
points of interest and many Ancients enjoyed this trip. One of

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the outstanding things was Columbus Cemetery, the beauty of 
which is rivalled only by the cemetery in Genoa, Italy. In this 
cemetery there is over 75 million dollars worth of marble.

John had been bothered with his appendix and Doctors Grimes 
and Marshall thought it better that he go home for an operation. 

Today most of the members visited the night clubs, the Tropi- 
cana and the Sans Souci. Others went to watch the Jai Alai games, 
probably the fastest athletic contest in the world, and some 
visited Havana’s China Town which has a population of over 
12,000.

Some with large straw hats, alligator bags 
and everything else imaginable. Presents galore for those at home.

The OCEAN MONARCH arrived in the outer harbor of 
Providence Island about 9:00 a.m. and the Company boarded 
the tender and sailed up to Prince George Wharf, Nassau, at 
10:00 a.m.

After leaving Rawson Square the parade took the following route: 
Bay Street, Federick Street, Parliament Street to the Cenotaph. 
The weather was extremely hot and humid and by the time we 


reached the Cenotaph some of the not so old members had to 
drop out. 


The Governor General Sir Robert A. R. Neville, K.C., M.G.,

to the glorious dead of Nassau. 


Addressing the gathering at the Cenotaph Lieutenant Girard N. Jones of 
the Company declared that “our independence is being challenged today 
—hostel ideologies threaten our way of life. 

“In the midst of our anxieties and tensions, arise the voices of the 
spirits of those who have met the challenges that we all might enjoy 
the fruits of the tree of Freedom. 

“As we view the conditions that exist today, ahead may lie the binding 
together of European Nations in a way to wipe out war and guarantee 
International unification, that day cannot come a moment too soon. 

“When I observed the names inscribed upon the Cenotaph, there were 
the names of Crosby, Curry, Duncan, Jones and many others; all names 
that you will find on the roster of our Company. 

“Tt brings to mind the kindred spirit that exists between us, that inter- 
relation which always has the same high thought in mind: THE 
BROTHERHOOD OF MAN. 

“Tt is with that thought in mind that this hour is one of great reverence 
as we place a wreath on the Cenotaph in commemoration of those men 
of valor and courage who believed in Liberty for all peoples and gave 
their lives in freedom’s cause.” 

Responding to Lieutenant Jones’s speech, His Excellency said that this 
visit had been looked forward to by the people of Nassau and that he 
was happy to welcome them here on their behalf. 

Sir Robert went on to say that “the military profession is a most 
honourable one. Formerly it was restricted to comparatively few who

embraced it either from patriotic or hereditary motives or purely as 
mercenaries. Now, alas, it has become the duty of every man and 
woman to prepare themselves in peace-time to take their place in the 
defense of their country in total war. Thus all of us have to he soldiers 
in one form or another. 1 do not know what are your conditions of 
service but I have no doubt that you devote a number of hours annually 
to keeping yourselves up to date in the methods of modern warfare. The 
spirit which induces this voluntary surrender of free time in the common 
interests is commendable. Here, unfortunately, we have few facilities for 
military training. But we have an Aero Club where young men and 
women can learn to fly and service aircraft. Perhaps an extension of this 
training of embryo air force pilots and mechanics is the most valuable 
contribution which the Bahamas could make in a military way towards 
the defense of the Commonwealth. The honorary membership of the 
Massachusetts Company which His Royal Highness the Duke of Windsor, 
formerly a Governor of this Colony, enjoys is a link for the Bahamas with 
your Company. I am told also that His Royal Highness the Duke cf 
Edinburgh has recently become an honorary member of the Massachusetts 
Company. 

Your parade today and your turn-out does you real credit and it has 
been a great pleasure for me as Her Majesty the Queen’s representative 
in these Islands, to receive your salute and inspect you.” 


Captain Turain then laid the wreath at the Cenotaph. He was 
smartly assisted by Ricardo Roberts of the Bahamas Sea Scout 
Troop. 

After the parade the officers and staff were entertained by the 
Fort Montagu Beach Hotel and while they were there Brig. 
General Frederic E. Pereira went to the local radio station and 
made a broadcast for the Company. 

At noontime the officers and staff journeyed to the Governor's 
Mansion where they were entertained. The Mansion grounds com- 
mand a beautiful view of the Island and as there was a nice 
breeze from this vantage point it was doubly enjoyed. 

The FALL FIELD DAY BANQUET was held on the OCEAN 
MONARCH. 

After the Company had assembled and following the bountiful 
repast Adjutant Anzoni proposed:

Tue BAHAMAS 


Caprain Turarn then introduced the Hon. Asa H. Pritchard, 
Speaker of the Bahamas House of Assembly, who responded. 


Mr. Pritcyarp: It has been suggested to me that I take one or one- 
and-a-half minutes in speaking to you tonight, and my mind goes back 
to the days when I was a stenographer in Western Canada. I found then 
that my boss could say very little in one-and-a-half minutes, and I hope 
you will forgive me if I take one-and-three-quarter minutes. 

Seldom have I found privilege and pleasure so happily combined as it is in 
this opportunity to respond to the toast to the Bahamas. 

I know that I speak for all, and if all could speak there would be a 
mighty clamour of welcome to the officers and members of the Ancient 
and Honourable Artillery Company of Massachusetts. 

We have much to be thankful for here in the Bahamas, and we might 
well feel like the man who remained seated in church when the preacher 
asked all to stand who wished to go to heaven, and who still kept his 
seat when those who wished to go to hell were called upon to rise. Ques- 
tioned by the minister, the man replied: “I am perfectly satisfied to be 
where I am, and I’m not anxious to go to either place.” 

I regret that you have spent so little time here, as there is so much 
to enjoy in these Islands. I am sure I voice the feelings of everyone in the 
Bahamas in welcoming you, and in expressing the hope that you will 


soon return and spend more time, 
Adjutant Anzoni then proposed: 
The Fourth Regular Toast 


Apguranr Anzont: Dedicated to the cause of Liberty. May it 
ever proclaim to the Universe — that Freedom — the God given 
right of all men — will never die. 


Tue Unitep States or AMERICA 
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Caprain Turain then introduced the Honourable Thomas H. 
Robinson, American Consul in the Bahamas, who responded. 


Mr. Ropinson: Earlier in the evening when I remarked to a friend 
that I would be speaking at this Banquet, he reminded me that a 
speaker must rise to be seen, speak to be heard and sit down to be 
appreciated. 

I am highly complimented at being asked to respond to the toast to the 
United States of America, but I have a certain feeling of inadequacy. 
I lack the silver tongue of an attorney general or a congressman to 
do the subject justice. 

Yet the selection is perhaps not inappropriate, for I myself come from 
Massachusetts, although I have lived out of the state for some 30 years. 
I have probably a better knowledge of America than most of my country- 
men, for I have visited every state, and in living in foreign countries I 
have been proud to note the respect which other people have for the 
United States—except in countries behind the Iron Curtain. 

I am delighted to be living in such a friendly country as the Bahamas, 
especially during a presidential election year. I am proud that both 
parties have selected the strongest and best people as presidential and 
vice-presidential nominees. 

I have lived in the Bahamas for two-and-a-half years, and I feel I 
know the Colony pretty well—and I hope I am accepted as one of 
them. I take the liberty of speaking for the Bahamas in saying how much 
the United States of America is admired here. 


Adjutant Anzoni then proposed: 
The Fifth Regular Toast 
Apgurant Anzont: [t was George Washington, when visiting 
Nassau and the Island of New Providence in 1751, who paid 
tribute to this Community by describing it as “The Perpetual 
Isle of June.” 
THE Ciry or Nassau 


Caprain Turain then called upon Mr. Stafford L. Sands, a 
member of the Bahamas House of Assembly and Chairman of 
the Bahamas Development Board to respond. 


Mr. Sanps: It is a pleasant duty to speak to you tonight, and I am 
moved both by happiness and sadness: it is the Colony’s good fortune 
to have your Company visit us, but its misfortune that you are leaving 
so soon. 

The Company and the Colony both have this much in common: we can 
trace our beginnings to the finest traditions of the English-speaking 
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world. When your Company was started, New Providence had its first 
settlement, until the Spanish drove the settlers away, and by the time 
your Company celebrated its 11th anniversary the Colony was in the 
midst of its first real settlement. 

In that connection, I advise you to pay little heed to a mere new- 
comer like the Speaker of the House, for my ancestors came here in 1649! 

Between the Indians your Company was called upon to fight in its 
early days and the Spaniards who attacked Nassau in the past, we have 
all gained respect for the fact that two of the greatest factors for enjoying 
life are peace and relaxation, and I urge you all to come again and 


enjoy those blessings in Nassau’s quiet atmosphere and beautiful sur- 
roundings. 


Brigadier General Fred E. Pereira, former Adjutant, was then 
called upon to give a brief history of the Company. 


Generat Peremra: It is extremely difficult to cover 315 years of history 
in 45 seconds. The Company was formed in 1638 by former members of 
the Honourable Artillery Company of London for the purpose of providing 
protection against the Indians. The original membership was 23 persons, 
who petitioned the legislature for the formation of the Company. 


We have numbered five Presidents of the United States among our 
members, as well as a former Chief of Operations of the Navy. 


The Massachusetts Military Academy has been established by the 
Company to train officers and other ranks for the services. 


The flag of the Governor of the Bahamas, which His Excellency has 
presented to us, will be placed in our Military Museum among our most 
cherished mementoes. 


Adjutant Anzoni then proposed: 


The Sixth Regular Toast 


Apgurant Anzoni: Where the first shot heard around the 
World signalled the birth of life, liberty and the pursuit of 
happiness. 


THE CoMMONWEALTH oF MASSACHUSETTS 
Caprain Turarn then called upon Colonel Edward J. Kane, 
who responded. 


Coronen Kane: Now sit back and relax, because I’m going to speak 
for half-an-hour! 
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tt is a great pleasure to convey greetings from the Governor of Massa- 
chusetts. The Governor himself is busy at home, and cannot be present. 


I was here once before in 1931, when I was a younger man and better 
able to appreciate the climate! I invite all our friends from Nassau to come to 
Massachusetts in mid-January to cool off. 


it is a great pleasure, though, to be back in Nassau, and I am sure 
the Governor wishes he, too, could be present. 


The Reverend Brendan Forsythe, 0.S.B., was called upon by 
members of the Company to speak to them. 


Farner Brennan: I didn’t bring my usual 45-minute sermon with me, 
unfortunately! Please take my love home to everyone in Massachusetts. 


Adjutant Anzoni then proposed:

I speak now, last but not least, of our 
First Lieutenant, Thomas J. Carty. Our good friend, the Honor- 
able Sumner Whittier, Lieutenant Governor of the Commonwealth; 
a good Ancient, a member of the Governor’s Council from the 
Third District, Assistant Division Commander of the 26th Yankee 
Division, and our good Comrade, Brigadier General Otis M. Whit- 
ney; a good advisor of good counsel, my Chief of Staff, Colonel 
Albert E. Roberts; a very active member of the Centennial Legion, 
a member of our Company, Brigadier General Samuel E. Dockrell; 
Chaplain Major Lawrence Brock, S.J., Chaplain of the 186th Re- 
gional Combat Team of the Massachusetts National Guard, a for- 
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mer member of the Americal Division, and Chief Chaplain at 
the City Hospital.

You have given me the privilege of coming back 
from the Capital at Washington. You have a military man down there and 
J feel that it would be fitting to have him join this Company. I hope, 
George, that you do so and permit me to be on the delegation. I refer to 
none other than Dwight D. Eisenhower.

Carramn Turatn: Comrades. In my early days as a student in high school 
a band of us grouped together—or I should say, a group of us banded 
together—and decided we should organize in the city of New York a cadet 
corps in each high school. We presented the proposition to the proper 
authorities and they said, “If you can get in your high school two hundred 
students who will be pleased to take their weekends and enjoy military 
training and learn the IDR, we will see that the corps will be started.” 

We contacted all our friends at the school and within two weeks we 
banded over six hundred men and we organized the first cadet corps in a 
high school in New York City. We were very pleased with our work. We 
marched through the city streets without uniforms and, after about four 
months, we received our uniforms and our rifles and away we went. 

From that those who organized the cadet corps joined the 7th Regiment 
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and I believe many of you know that the 7th Regiment of New York 
has one of the finest drill teams in the country. We joined the 7th Regi- 
ment; we became part of it, and then the war broke out. All the guards 
in New York City were grouped together and they became known as the 
77th Division. We were quartered at Camp Yaphank at Upton, Long 
Island, and there we were drilled. The unit was called over seas and those 
of us who were fortunate enough to have a technical education were 
asked to remain and, were to be sent to Fort Monroe. I didn’t make 
Fortress Monroe but I was sent to Columbia University and assisted the 
group in learning their squads right and left. If you recall the Signal Corps 
many of them were brought into the Air Force. We received word that the 
armistice had been signed but it was a false report. The following week- 
end we were in New York City and the orders came to report to our 
quarters immediately, the armistice had been signed. 

Three months later we were discharged and I received my transportation, 
as did the other men, which amounted to a five cent ticket on the subway. 
A little later we received the victory medal and bonus. 

After my graduation from college I came to New England and joined 
your Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company. I have been a member 
for sixteen years and have risen from the ranks, I was your Top Sergeant; 
I was your Second Lieutenant; I was your First Lieutenant; and now I am 
your Commanding Officer. 

Your Excellency, during all that time I tried most diligently to wear 
my chevrons well; I tried most diligently to wear my bars well; and, I 
assure you, I will try most diligently to wear my eagle well. 


The Commander of the First Coast Guard District, Rear

Rear Apmirat Haroxp G. Brapsury: Captain Turain, Governor Herter, 
Mayor Hynes, guests and members of the Honorable Artillery Company. 
It is a pleasure and an honor to be here to represent the Coast Guard at 
your dinner, and I believe we have something in common with your 
organization. The Coast Guard is proud of the fact that it is the oldest of 
the armed forces. Both the Army and Navy had small intermissions in their 
service but the Coast Guard has been in continuous existence since 1780. 
We feel that we have some common distinction with your organization. 
I feel that your organization—while you are no doubt partly devoted to hay- 
ing a good time and some fun—in times like these we need an organization 
like yours to instill loyalty in our country and help preserve the history 
and military forces of our country. I thank you. 


Captain Turan: The former Chief of Naval Operations, my 
good friend, your good friend, and a buck private in the rear 
ranks of the Ancients, Admiral Louis E. Denfeld, Retired. 
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Avira Louis E. DenreLp: Captain Turain, Governor Herter, Lieutenant 
Governor Whittier, friends. In my forty odd years of experience in the 
armed service I also learned that the private was supposed to be seen and 
not heard, but I also heard that you were supposed to take your orders from 
your commanding officer and that is why I am standing here today. 

You will pardon me if, as a good Republican, I am pleased that we have 
a Republican Commander-in-Chief here. I followed his career in Congres- 
from the time he was the outstanding freshman Congressman to date, and 
I am sure we are fortunate in having Christian A. Herter as our Governor. 
He will make an outstanding record in his new job and I can assure you 
that I for one, even though a private in the rear ranks of the Ancients, will 
give him my whole-hearted support. 


Captain Turan: Our next speaker needs no introduction. 
your Mayor of the City of Boston, John B. Hynes. 


Hon. Joun B. Hynes: Captain Commander, distinguished military and 
naval guests, Lieutenant Governor Whittier, Commander-in-Chief Herter. 
and Comrades of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company. I first 
want to apologize for not being here earlier today. I understand that the 
pre-luncheon festivities were in keeping with the traditions of this great, 
old military organization, As a matter of fact I was giving a luncheon at 
noontime to another great bunch of soldiers, the Army and Navy Legion 
of Honor. And when I think of what Governor Herter went through today 
shaking hands with some ten thousand up at the State House, he should 
have an honorary membership in the Legion of Honor. 

Well, gentlemen, I am very much impressed here today because last 
Saturday I was down at Quantico, Virginia, and they have a room similar to 
this; a room where repose the great mementos, the great trophies of the 
United States Marine Corps. It is very much like this room. I suppose 
some of you have seen it. If you have, gentlemen, you were impressed, as 
I was, and you must be in your calm, reflective moments up here in this 
grand old room. You look around and see these old mementos and you 
begin to wonder and realize that the freedoms we have were purchased at 
a great price, the price in many cases of life itself. 

I am very happy to be here with you. The old city of Boston and your 
organization have come a long ways together, over three hundred years. 
On good days and bad days we have marched together through trials. 
tribulations and many kinds of vicissitudes. And I hope, gentlemen, that 
this grand old organization and the grand old city of Boston will still 
continue to march together to a better future for your organization and 
our city. 

May I offer, if it is apropos, a little prayer in the words of the appeal to 
Heaven of the old Pine Tree State; and an appeal that you and I, and all 
of us in this room, may be back here together next year on the natal day 
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of the first great American, the first President of the United States, the 
father of our Country. Thank you. 


Caprain Turan: I give you our Commander-in-Chief, His 
Excellency the Governor of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, 
Christian A. Herter. 


His Excetrency, Curistian A, Herter: Colonel Turain, very distinguished 
gentlemen at the head table, Reverend Clergy, members of this great 
organization with its wonderful traditions. May I say just two things at the 
outset of the few remarks I am going to make. First, the Lieutenant 
Governor asked me to explain that he had to leave because I had asked 
him to be in New Bedford to represent me. 

The second thing, I want to thank you for the delegation that came up 
to the State House this morning. From the point of view of distinguished 
representation; from the point of view of martial and distinguished bearing; 
no group gave a finer performance than that that came from this organiza- 
tion. 

During the course of some of the remarks that have been made here 
I have been referred to on occasion as the Commander-in-Chief, and I must 
confess that whenever | hear that particular title applied to me—it is true 
I had a lot to do with the military and have had during my civilian career— 
I have never been in any active military forces except some reserve. During 
World War I, during a number of futile efforts to join up with the forces, 
I was drafted and I was told my classification would be sent to me. I was 
put in 5C. I examined that and found it included idiots, imbeciles, habitual 
drunkards and criminals. 

Now that I have told you the worst I feel that I am well qualified and 
I am a little hurt that I have never been asked to join the Ancients. The 
reason I am qualified has nothing to do with my draft status. I am qualified 
as a military man because I am the owner of a Luger pistol captured in the 
first war. 

The second qualification is that 1 am Honorable. For years I was Honor- 
able, first in the House of Representatives and then in Congress. I find that 
I am no longer Honorable now that I have taken another position. For 
some unknown reason I am now called Excellency which I think qualifies 
me to be one of the forebears of Mayor Hynes. 

My final qualification I didn’t quite appreciate until today. I knew I was 
ancient but after I got through shaking hands with about ten thousand this 
morning I really knew I was ancient. 

So, gentlemen, I want to put my qualifications very frankly before you. 
I am joking a little. I have the greatest respect for this organization and 
its history. It has represented a very fine force in our history and it is going 
to continue. As suggested by the Admiral, you have a unique position and 
opportunity not only because you have probably as wide a group of con- 
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tacts as any group of individuals banded together that I know of, but because 
you have the unusual quality of being able to sell your wares which is 
extraordinarily persuasive. 

This is the first occasion that I have been able to attend a meeting and 
get a free meal. I hope it will not be the last occasion. As I said, I have 
the utmost respect for this group not only for what you stand for in the 
community but because you stand for a tradition, and hospitality, and 
kindliness which you show to your guests. 

Thank you for the great honor you have paid me by asking me to your 
dinner on Washington’s Birthday and the honor to me as Commander-in- 
Chief and Chief Executive of the Commonwealth. (All present stood and 
applauded.) 


Captain Turain: Comrades, I have a very pleasant duty to 
perform. 


Your Excellency, as Captain Commanding of the Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts it is my proud 


privilege and pleasure to present to you on behalf of the Company 
these two gifts.

On May 6, 1952, His Royal Highness, The Duke of Edinburgh, was 
invited to accept Honorary Membership in the Ancient and Honorable 
Artillery Company of Massachusetts, thereby filling the vacancy created by 
the death of His Late Majesty George VI, which his Royal Highness 
accepted. 

It was then thought how nice it would be to have the Certificate 
delivered in person. This your LIAISON OFFICER offered to undertake, 
and Buckingham Palace was so notified. 

I was notified in London that H. R. H. would be very happy to receive 
the Certificate in person, but that he was away in Scotland and would not 
be back until the latter part of October and if I was still in England by 
then an appointment could be made. I offered to go to Scotland, but it 
seemed best after further consideration that I should be received at 
Buckingham Palace, therefore, I received notice to be at the front of 
Buckingham Palace PRIVY PURSE DOOR on Wednesday, September 
24, at 11:30 p.m., where I reported. 

I was escorted through the Palace to the private office of His Royal 
Highness where Mr. Michael Parker, Private Secretary to the Duke of 
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Edinburgh, received me. After the usual formalities were gone through, 
I presented the Certificate which he asked permission to open and was 
much pleased with the explanation of the same. I stated we preferred to 
give our usual Certificate, such as we all receive. This he said would 
both please the Queen and H. R. H. 

Mr. Parker insisted on taking me to sign the special visitor’s book 
which I did in the name of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company 
of Massachusetts, U.S.A. I, then, was asked where I would like to be taken 
and a car was called and Mr. Parker personally saw me off, but before so 
doing said H. R. H., the Duke, he was sure would have admired our 
uniform, as he did. 

After he had said we would hear from him later on, we shook hands 
and so I felt I had again accomplished another link as your Liaison Officer. 

In the afternoon I registered in our Company’s name at the American 
Embassy.

The feast was held by candlelight, there being the RED ROSE of Old 
England everywhere. May I mention here that Viscount Alenbrooke said 
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that if he ever came to the United States he surely would come to see us. 
You will be interested to hear the Pikemen’s Uniform consisted of Red 
Woolen-Cromwellian period and the Officers wore lace at the neck and cuffs. 
I make this report since as the Representative of the Ancient and Honor- 
able Artillery Company, I was requested to be present.

Greetings, My Fellow Comrades: 

It may interest you to know that it was twenty-seven years ago that I 
first made an official report to you from a visit to the Honourable Artillery 
Company of London. 

And so, I have the honor once again to report to you an Official visit 
for our Company, being appointed to do so as your special emissary by 
two Commanders: 

One—to take the Certificate of Honorary Membership as graciously 
accepted by His Royal Highness, the Duke of Edinburgh, during the com- 
mand of Capt. Enoch D. Fuller. 

Two—To deliver to the Honourable Artillery Company of London a 
new flag of the United States of America, for our present Commander, Col. 
George A. Turain, to take the place of the one presented to them after 
it had been paraded by our own Company through the streets of London 
and before the King. 

This took place in 1912, some 40 years ago, Col. E. M. Gilman being 
in command and if I am not mistaken our present Past-Senior Commander 
was there, Capt. Clarence J. McKenzie. 

The old Flag that had served so well, was torn and tattered with scars of 
honor and it would seem as though it had earned an honoured rest, and 
so as you know, it was decided that a new STARS AND STRIPES should 
be presented. 

Tue Frac PRESENTATION 


On September Sth, I boarded the Steamship United States, the largest 


and fastest ship afloat and so was on my way with my precious cares for 
delivery. 
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On September 10th after a delightful voyage we arrived at Southampton, 
not forgetting to mention, that Gen. Geo. C. Marshall, U.S.A., was aboard 
and with whom I had a pleasant meeting. 

The next business of interest was THE CUSTOMS and, of course, I 
was very anxious that the Flag should not be disturbed, but the Customs 
seemed to think otherwise and duty to be collected. I knew that I could 
not get the flag back the way it was packed and I hated the thought of 
duty to be paid on such a gift, so we went into a conference, talked the 
matter over and the three officials finally decided my way and waived me 
off to London Town with Good Cheer. 

On arriving at my hotel in London, there were letters from Mas. Joun 
Hit, May. R. C. Core, Bric. E. Foster Hatt, and from BUCKINGHAM 
PALACE all asking me to get in touch with them at my earliest convenience, 
which, of course, I did. 

After many lunches etc., on both sides, I received a communication from 
the Court of Assistance of the H. A. C., that at a special meeting they 
would receive me at six p.m. on Thursday, September 25th and that all 
would attend in uniform, also stating, would I be prepared to receive a 
smal] gift to take to Boston with me. Of course, I accepted the appointment 
promptly. 

At the appointed time I stood at the gates of Armoury House in full 
uniform with the Flag over my arm. It was a beautiful evening and I] 
assure you, gentlemen, no Ancient was ever prouder to represent our 
Old Company. I soon heard the tramping of feet and then before me 
stood a detail of the H. A. C., Pikemen and Musketeers, in full regalia, 
headed by Mas. Pertitr, Bric. E. Foster Hatt and Mas. R. C. Core 
(former Vice President of the H. A. C.). 

I was escorted to the Court-Room where I was welcomed by Maj. 
John Hill, Vice President, and presented to the SPECIAL COURT, sum- 
moned to receive me. Both members of the Court and the H. A. C. being 
in uniform. 

Maj. John Hill then announced that Major Grinfield-Coxwell, as 
emissary from the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of Massa- 
chusetts, had something to say, whereupon I made some remark in keep- 
ing with the occasion and presented the Flag which never looked more 
beautiful. 

My speech WITH PICTURES as taken will appear in the annual report 
I believe, the pictures now being on the way to us, as they will also 
appear in the Honourable Artillery Company Journal. 

Maj. John Hill in accepting the new Flag read a letter from Field 
Marshal THE VISCOUNT ALENBROOKE, Colonel Commandant of 
H. A. C., expressing sincere regrets at his enforced absence from so inter- 
esting an occasion and wished conveyed to the Ancient and Honorable 
Artillery Company of Massachusetts the gratitude of the London Company 
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for the HANDSOME and SIGNIFICANT GIFT, which would succeed 
to an honoured place on the wall of OLD ARMOURY HOUSE. 

Maj. John Hill then made further remarks of friendship between the 
two old Companies. 

I was then presented with a very beautiful picture of HIS LATE 
MAJESTY, KING GEORGE VI in Field Marshal Uniform and his robes 
of the ORDER OF THE GARTER, to bring home to you with their affection. 
(This picture is a copy of a painting in their armory.) You will recall 
that he was an Honorary Member of our Company. 

I accepted the picture for you in a few chosen words, but of course, 
the Commander himself and maybe the Standing Committee would like 
to do so also. 

The dinner was especially fine and enjoyed by all at which the only 
toasts given were: THE QueEN; Captain GENERAL OF THE H. A. C.; 
Tue Prestpent and the ANcIENT AND HonorABLe ARTILLERY COMPANY 
or Massacuusetts, I responded in toasting the ROYAL FAMILY and 
the H. A. C. of London. 

THE GREAT VELLUM BOOK of the H. A. C. by a special vote of the 
COURT OF ASSISTANCE was then placed before me and I signed it in 
the name of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts. 

The special court was then closed and all went to the long room where 
the OLD FLAG was taken down and the NEW FLAG hung in its place. 

I next was escorted to the Great Stairs where with a few chosen words 
I placed a specially prepared wreath at the base of the new memorial 
to the more than two thousand members who had fallen in the two world 
wars of the H. A. C., and so ended another historical event of the two 
oldest military companies. 

Before closing, may I tell you that I was given the Regimental salute 
on three occasions: (1) After I had been introduced; (2) After my 
speech; (3) Good Night. 

And so, my friends, ends my report of my trip to the Honourable 
Artillery Company of London.

THE THREE HUNDRED AND FIFTEENTH ANNIVERSARY 


Down through the years tradition and regulation have estab- 
lished the pattern of procedure for Anniversary Day. Officers, 
Staff Officers and many members, as usual, spent the night at the 
Sheraton Plaza Hotel. Reveille and breakfast were followed by 
time hallowed exercises at King’s Chapel Burial Ground, where a 
wreath was laid at the tomb of the Company’s first commander, 
Captain Keayne. Later in the day, the Company assembled in 
parade formation outside the Armory and marched to the Old 
South Church, where traditionally, we seek God’s guidance and 
blessing for the Company, and read the Death Roll of members 
who have departed during the current year. 

Following the Church services, the Company, warmly received 
by spectators lining the sidewalks, continued on its way to historic 
Boston Common, where after inspection and review, the old but 
always interesting Drum Head Election of Officers was held. An- 
other milestone ‘added to the hallowed ones already accumulated. 
A Boston custom; an American tradition completed once again— 
the three hundred and fifteenth time. 

Compilers of the Company Records, at this point, sometimes in 
the past, have indulged in congratulatory remarks about the 
retiring officers, and have graciously prophesied regarding the 
talents of the newly elected ones in terms of direct benefits to 
the Company. 

But the anxious times in which we are living today seem to 
demand a more searching type of commentary. Deeper indeed 
than the election of our excellent new officers, is the significance 
lying beneath this simple, colorful event which we call the Drum 
Head Election of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company 
of Massachusetts. This election is a perfect example of the Ameri- 
can Way of Life; freedom to assemble peacefully and to conduct 
our business, whatever its nature, without danger of interference 
or suppression. 

We are so smug about our freedoms, and yet they are priceless 
beyond the purchasing power of gold or the rarest gems. We 
forget about brain washing; about starvation; about dispossessed 
peoples; about Siberia, and slave labor behind the Iron Curtain.

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“Tt couldn’t happen here.” We are so sure about that. Forty-eight 
fruitful, wonderful, sprawling states stretching “from sea to 
shining sea” as the immortal American hymn, “America, The 
Beautiful,” says. “It couldn’t happen here.” 

But it did happen in Germany, and darkness descended upon 
Italy in the form of Fascism. Today the ugly spectre of Atheism, 
under the name of Communism, casts its bloody shadow on the 
whole world. Alger Hiss in the State Department, and his lesser 
but numerous evil, traitorous companions are ready in every state 
to tear down the Stars and Stripes, to take away from us the right 
to hold Drum Head Elections, to close our churches, and to destroy 
in blood, if necessary, all our freedoms. 

Only last month, in a test on the Nevada desert, an atomic gun 
was fired by the U.S. Army Ordinance technicians. The possibility 
for man’s destruction of his fellow-man is completely available 
now. Never to be used recklessly by us. We are a God-fearing, a 
God-loving people; but what of the Communistic Russian Bear? 
He believes in no God, and, in fact, is pledged to destroy every 
form of government, economy and religion other than the Com- 
munistic systems. 

If this atomic weapon falls into his hands, and we may right- 
fully presume that if the Russian gangsters do not already possess 
it, within a short time they will, it should be obvious that they 
will have no scruples about its use. A nation without God has no 
morals with them there can be no such thing as murder. What fate 
then awaits this country of ours; what desolation, and bloodshed 
for the world hang by the slender thread of the Russian Premier’s 
caprice? Is Malenkov less of an atheist than was Stalin? Is it 
any wonder that thinking men everywhere are gravely concerned? 

It is in the very spirit and sinews of the Ancients that we 
should cherish and defend with our lives the freedoms of America, 
and while we engage today in the pageantry of a Drum Head 
Election, we carry at the same time in our minds and in our hearts 
other thoughts; deeper thoughts—the hope and the prayer, that 
organizations and traditions such as those of our revered Com- 
pany shall always flourish within this country. It is in their ex- 
istence, and in our school buildings dotting the land, and in our 
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churches, where a man may worship God according to his own 
conscience, that the greatness of the United States lies. 

We hold a torch today for the oppressed peoples of the world. 
May God strengthen us so that we shall never permit this precious 
torch to fall from our hands. That is the fervent prayer of every 
Ancient on this our illustrious Anniversary Day. 


THE CHURCH SERVICE 


Once again the impressive Church Service was held in the Old 
South Church in Copley Square. To some of the older members 
this has become so traditional an event that they take it very 
casually and do not give much thought to the fortunate event nor 
realize the intermingling histories of the two organizations. Our 
Company was only thirty-one years old when the Old South 
Church was organized. Many of the Church members were 
members in our Company and had much in common in their civic 
and religious lives. Naturally most of the very earliest meetings 
were held in the First Church, the only Church edifice there was 
and of which it is recorded that “Its roof was thatched, its 
walls were clay.” After the first Church edifice of the “South 
Church” as it was called because it was situated on South Street, 
was built, and after the present edifice at the corner of Washing- 
ton and Milk Streets was erected, the Company used those 
Churches at their Anniversary celebrations as well as using other 
Churches which later were erected. However, after the present 
edifice in Copley Square was erected in 1875, the Company has 
made it the customary place of worship at the June Anniversaries. 
This custom has been so long in effect that we may be forgiven 
if we appear to feel we have a proprietary interest in that Church. 
We envy the new members who take part each year in this cele- 
bration of ours and feel the thrill and uplift of the Service for 
the first time. 


In the pages immediately following is the record of this 
annual Church Service. No part of the annals of this Company 
surpasses in importance the setting down of the facts concern- 
ing our solemn and public convening with God at the Old South 
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Church on our Anniversary Day. No tradition of this Company 
is older, or more sacred in our memory. 

Service to God and country are forged into the thinking of 
the American people like links into a strong chain; not in the 
sense of the European Church State; but rather in terms of 
each having its own dignity and sphere separated one from the 
other; united nevertheless in belief of God as we see fit to 
worship Him according to our own consciences. 

The Declaration of Independence, that magnificent, brave 
document that proclaimed us a nation among nations says. . - 
“all men are endowed by their Creator.” The Constitution of the 
United States in the very First Amendment specifically grants 
freedom of religion and worship to all. What a glorious, precious 
freedom! Years later, Abraham Lincoln, that humble but great 
American, whom God sent during a time when our beloved nation 
was threatened with cleavage, concluded his Gettysburg Address 
(considered by many scholars to be the finest public speech ever 
made) with the words... “this Nation under God. . .” 

All links in a chain of evidence showing our dependence upon 
a Supreme Being. The Ancients, in their Church Service, we 
might say, merely prove the rule. Indeed, no business of this 
Company recorded in these pages has more meaningful signifi- 
cance than our annual Church Service. 

Of the twenty-nine founders of the Old South Church, eighteen 
were members of the Company. Year following upon year, we 
assemble again in that same beautiful Old South Church to 
pledge anew to God and country our love, and humbly to ask for 
guidance in all our affairs. This is our proud tradition. Our 
forefathers, the Puritans who founded the Massachusetts Bay 
Colony, did likewise. 

Phillips Brooks, whose name constantly appeared during his 
lifetime as Chaplain of the Ancients, said with the complete 
clarity of a great mind that “A prayer, in its simplest definition, 
is simply a wish turned Heavenward.” 

This year, this anxious year, when the world hesitates at the 
brink of a chasm which in its depths could wipe out our civiliza- 
tion, every Ancient, more than ever, feels the necessity in the 
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words of Brooks of “a wish turned Heavenward,” that God will 
guide us and spare us from the machinations of men, who are not 
men, but rather beasts, because they would destroy God, and 
under the subterfuge of giving us a new economic system, would 
offer instead the wills of evil men whose only credo is violence, 
hatred, and murder.

Captain Turain: Gentlemen, the writer of the Ode celebrates 
his 82nd birthday today; I give you our comrade, William E.

ApsuTant Mayor Anzont: The Sergeants have asked me to 
announce they will hold their first party at Dreamwold Inn, 
Egypt, on Tuesday, June 23rd. Details will be given to you in 
due time. The menu will include corn-on-the-cob, broiled live 
lobster, broiled steak; there will be a free bar until eleven, with 
a softball game on in the afternoon. Tickets may be obtained 
from your Sergeant. 


Also, the 1953-54 Sergeants will hold open house after the 
dinner in Suite 131; all are welcome. 


Adjutant Major Anzoni read a number of congratulatory 
telegrams and introduced members and guests who were seated 
at the head table, but not scheduled to make an address. In 
response to prolonged applause and cries of “Speech — Speech” 
the Honorable James Michael Curley said: 


Mr. Commander, members of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Com- 
pany, guests and friends—I feel I should say, unaccustomed as I am to 
public speaking — it affords me great pleasure to accept this very cordial 
reception at the hands of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company. 

As I sat at table tonight, and stood with you on the Boston Common 
this afternoon and witnessed the very wonderful display which was made 
by the members of the Artillery Company and its friends, the thought 
occurred to me whether we were going to be able to reclaim what was 
once the most valuable position of the United States. And the thought 
has stayed in my mind that to do this we need only three simple things: 
Faith in God; Faith in ourselves; and Faith in our own country, the 
best in the world. 
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We need have no fear of any other country in the world, provided we 
still have those three things. Through those things we have apparently 
been for many years, the favorite child of Almighty God. When we were 
weakest He gave us Washington to lead that handful of colonies when 
scarcely one half were in favor of separation from the mother country, and 
they began a war against the most powerful and richest nation, having the 
most powerful army in the world, without a single ship of war, and without 
any great stand of armor. And for three weary years, through all those 
trying days at Valley Forge, God was with us. Consider those days when 
the American Army must retreat for hundreds of miles, retreat by those 
who left their blood on the highways, when desertions were general 
and the men were without pay, without food, and guns, and without 
clothing. When, for all purposes the great role was lost, it was only a 
handful of Jews and Irishmen in Philadelphia, who raised the princely 
sum of $5,000,000 so that the Army might be paid, fed, clothed and 
armed, and the war go on until the liberty of the American people 
was established. 

Another crisis made it possible for that great man, Andrew Jackson, to 
drive the Spanish out of America and the English out of New Orleans. 

And in another great period He gave to us the Great Emancipator, born 
in a rude log cabin with neither doors nor windows, and under his 
God-given leadership he made it possible for us to strike the chains from 
black men, not only in America, but throughout the world, and make 
possible one united nation. This at a time when France and England 
were working together to compel the north to bring federal ships within 
the control of those nations. Then an old ship that sailed out from Boston 
harbor, the Kearsarge, travelled all around the world looking for the 
Arippany. The Arippany had destroyed seventy-five vessels belonging to the 
north, The Arippany had accounted for $15,500,000 in gold for damage 
done to American shipping, and the Arippany — sunk by the good old ship 
Kearsarge. 

Yes, God has been with us at all times, and sometimes I feel that He 
is with us now and was with us in the recent election, for I have yet to 
hear an address made by anyone, with the exception of Lincoln’s second 
inaugural, that will compare in simplicity and in beauty and spirituality, 
with the address made by President Eisenhower when he took up the 
arduous task before him. 

When they talk about over-educated professors teaching young minds 
doctrines disruptive to America, knowing them as students before them, 
who will accept their word as gospel, they are really traitors that hide 
behind Section 5, the Constitution provision covering a crooked liar who 
is afraid to admit he is a liar; but his acceptance of Section 5 proves him 
a liar. 

But I have no doubt of the future. We need have no fear of Russia, 
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provided we keep these three things before us. For just as with the 
victory at Waterloo, it wasn’t the armies of England that defeated him; 
it wasn’t the superior corps of Wellington, it wasn’t even the cavalry of 
Blucher, but it was Almighty God, who in His wisdom decreed that one 
man had gone far enough. And in His own good time Almighty God 
will decree that Russia too has gone far enough.

Captain Turain, Mr. Mayor, members of the Ancient and Honorable 
Artillery Company, distinguished guests, I bring to you the toast of the 
Governor of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, who is very sorry he 
couldn’t be here tonight, owing to a very pressing detail in Washington. 

But by the same token I can state to you that this organization represents 
in this nation a particular subject that is very dear to the hearts of all of 
us. There are not many organizations in the United States that represent 
the stretch of years that the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company 
does. In fact there are none. And when you consider that the realization 
must be in the minds of all of you, that you represent the very best that 
this nation is trying to do in the support of world order. 

We are today, as you know, facing a serious international situation; 
and it is only such organizations as yours that can be the leaders and 
supporters of the ultimate that we in this country are after. Do not fail it,

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HONORABLE JOHN B. HYNES 


Captain Turain, Commander, officers and comrades of the Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery Company, very distinguished guests: 

For three hundred and fifteen years the men of the Ancient and Honorable 
Artillery Company have marched through the streets of Boston. Never be- 
fore was your step more sprightly and more military than it was today. 
Never before did your faces shine brighter than they did today. Never 
before were you handsomer. Never before did you march to a stricter 
cadence, and never before did you keep step better than you did as you 
passed my reviewing stand at City Hall today. 

As the four seasons follow the immutable laws of nature, and run their 
course, it is my duty and privilege to extend to many, many organizations 
the greetings of the City of Boston. On some occasions that duty and privi- 
lege goes far beyond the bounds of custom and ordinary civility. This is 
one of the occasions. For as the City of Boston congratulates the members 
of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company, it does so with admiration 
and respect for that organization whose roots and whose traditions are a 
living, breathing, indivisible part of the roots and traditions of this great 
old city, the mother city of America. 

In these days when we are astounded and shocked almost daily by reve- 
lations which disclose treasonable methods and arts of those who teach in 
the marble halls, of those who have entrusted to them their talents and 
professions, those who pursue and teach false doctrines in the minds of the 
young growing around them, it is a deep and sincere privilege to congratu- 
late a happy, wholesome organization, whose membership is composed of 
men who, like the patriots of old, believe in the principles enumerated in 
the inspired Declaration of Independence. 

Times change and fashions change, the world changes, but, gentlemen, 
the eternal verities never change. Truth and honor have the same meaning 
—exactly the same meaning—today and the same implications today, as 
they had 315 years ago. From the history of your organization can be read 
the history of America. Historical fact and historical achievement run all 
through the pages of that history, and there can be discerned the same 
uncompromising truth and honor as inseparable and as indivisible as the 
roots which bind together this grand old organization and this grand old 
City of Boston.

MAJOR GENERAL EARL HALL 


Captain Turain, General Irvin, distinguished members, invited guests 
and, I am proud to say, fellow members of the Ancient and Honorable 
Artillery Company: 

I find myself at a very distinct disadvantage here, in the position of 
following such distinguished speakers as you have had. I am not going to 
speak; I am going to talk and hope to make up in sincerity the weakness 
of the language you will hear. I mean that very honestly. 

It is a very great and deep privilege to be selected to reply to such a 
toast as you just heard, “To the Armed Forces of the United States.” To 
me America is building an Army which lives up, and will live up, to our 
highest traditions. Our Navy today has the greatest fleet afloat, both on and 
under the sea. The Marine Corps, of which we are so proud, needs no 
praise; actions speak for themselves. The Air Forces, in which I naturally 
have a rather personal interest, have a record which I believe is second 
to none in the world. 

But I cannot stress strongly enough the need to ensure that we never 
again be lulled into a sense of security which is based on false premises. 
With the world divided as it is today, in a struggle between two ideologies, 
it is essential that we have men of character and of great understanding 
to lead us in the paths of preserving our liberty. Naturally, everyone of 
you here tonight are military men of one degree or another and I am sure 
you will agree with me that at this critical period in the history of the 
world we need leadership of the very highest caliber. We are indeed for- 
tunate in having such a leader as our President, Dwight D. Eisenhower, 
our Commander-in-Chief. 


Adjutant Major Anzoni then proposed: 
The Fifth Regular Toast 
Tue Unitep Nations 
Caprain Turatn: The response to the Fifth Regular Toast, 
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the United Nations, will be made by the British Consul General, 
Leslie C. F. Barber. 


HONORABLE LESLIE C. F. BARBER 


Captain Turain, gentlemen, it is a great honor for me to respond to this 
toast. Nonetheless, on account of the fact that some of us may have, or 
have had, or do have occasional doubts about the United Nations organiza- 
tion, those doubts, I suggest, are basically not well founded. In fact at 
times I think of the old joke made originally about the United Nations, that 
such an organization would be all right if it weren’t for those damned 
foreigners. 

There is a lot of truth in that saying that unity is fairly easily achievable 
but not quite so easily maintained in the face of the long-standing history of 
separate nations. But the fact does remain that unity is the index and 
necessary basis of peace. It is therefore a truism that we must fight and 
pray and work for unity all our lives, in every way that we can. Because 
only in that way can we ever have anything approaching peace. It may 
not be too difficult to fight for it or to pray for it; but to work for it is 
quite difficult. It means trying constantly to understand the other party. 
At times, even at this moment, one almost has to lean over backwards. But 
the fact is we have got to go on trying, because only in that way can we 
achieve peace, only in that way could we achieve what has been done 
jointly. 

I therefore hope when you drank that toast to the United Nations, you 
did it with deep and sincere thought, and the conviction that all of us had 
better make this a very collective thought, that we must do our little, in 
whatever way we can, to maintain an organization, not only to achieve 
unity, but to preserve an organization that permits the United Nations, 
in so far as they are united, to carry out some part of its effort to achieve 
those objectives, which nations cannot achieve outside themselves. We 

ave many times seen such organizations disregarded, which only means 
that we must start over and build again because the need for unity is 
just as eternal and just as directly connected with peace as is our need 
for peace, 


Adjutant Major Anzoni then proposed:

Caprain Turan: Comrades, if you have the dinner menu

It was spoken by President Dwight D. Eisenhower 
and written many years ago; and I give it to you as you had 
food this evening, food for thought. “America is great because 
she is good, and if America ever ceases to be good, America will 
cease to be great.”

A SERMON 


PREACHED AT THE OLp SoutH CuurcH 
on the Three Hundred and Fifteenth Anniversary of 
THe ANcIENT AND HONORABLE 
ARTILLERY Company OF MAssACHUSETTS 
June 1, 1953 


LOOK FOR THE GOOD ROAD AND TAKE IT 
By Daniel L. Marsh, Chancellor of Boston University 


Text: “The ancient and honorable, he is the head” (Isaiah 9:15) ; 
“Thus saith the Lord, ask for the old paths, where is the good way, and 
walk therein, and ye shall find rest for your souls” (Jeremiah 6:16). 


Iam deeply appreciative of the invitation to preach the sermon on this 
significant day in the calendar of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery 
Company. For 315 years this oldest of American military organizations 
has been meeting on this date, and each day the program has included 
a sermon, To be invited to step into this “apostolic succession” is a no 
mean honor or responsibility. 


When the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company was established 
315 years ago, and for many years thereafter, the theocracy of Massachusetts 
held the preacher of the word of God in high esteem. When the old 
Puritan divines announced to their following, “Thus saith the Lord,” the 
People heard and heeded what was said! 


I have chosen two Biblical utterances for my text. The first is from 
Isaiah (9th chapter, 15th verse), where that sturdy old prophet was 
deploring and denouncing the wickedness of the nation. The people were 
not submissive to the will of God. Isaiah said that they had all gone 
Wrong, even the leaders were leading their followers astray. And then 
he uttered our first text: “The ancient and honorable, he is the head.” 
That is, the elder and honored men—the very centers of social dignity, 
social thought and social influence went astray, and the rest followed them 
because of their influence. 


The second text is from the Prophet Jeremiah who was also deploring 
and denouncing the wickedness and waywardness of the people, and who 
plead with them thus (as translated by Dr. Moffatt): “Stand at the cross- 
roads,” the Eternal said, “and look for the old path, ask for the good 
road and take it, so shall you be safe and prosper.” 


This ancient Biblical exhortation may appropriately be issued to the 
United States of America; for internal and international conditions make 
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many thoughtful people feel that our nation is today standing at the 
crossroads, Others feel proud and haughty, convinced that America’s un- 
matched physical might will make her continue the dominant world power 
forever and ever. If they were students of history and keen observers of the 
present they would not be so boastful nor feel so secure. Call the roll of 
ancient and medieval world-dominating powers: Assyria, Babylonia, Egypt, 
Greece, Rome, Spain—where are they now? Each was weighed in the 
balances, and went down for lack of the righteousness that exalts a nation. 
We have seen happen in our generation what we used to read about in 
history: the collapse and disintegration of world empires—Austria, Germany, 
Great Britain. 


The causes of the decline and fall of nations are nearly always the same: 
they forget the Lord, and they take the sword and perish with the sword. 
The causes were summed up by Gibbon in his great History of the Fall 
of Rome. Listen to the way he succinctly summarized the things that made 
Rome collapse: 


“First, the increasing luxury, which enervated the stoic virtues; 
second, the prevalence of divorce, which undermined the family, 
which is so vital to any civilization; third, the taxation became 
so heavy that men in despair declared that it was useless to try 
to save anything for the future; fourth, the civil wars destroyed 
the flower of Rome’s manhood; and fifth, the quality of citizenship 
was diluted by the inclusion of slaves and barbarians who felt 
no thrill of glory when the story of the Eternal City was sung.” 


That is a terrifyingly accurate description of conditions which obtain 
in our country today. America does not consist of each of us, but of all of 
us; even as this stone church does not consist of each stone used in its 
construction, but of all the stones in proper relation to each other. A letter 
of the alphabet has no value in itself alone, but a letter in proper relation 
with other letters becomes a word, and words in proper relations become 
sentences, and so we have great poems and great books. Likewise, America 
consists of all of us only as our spirits are blended in a common enterprise. 
That enterprise is the enterprise of freedom and justice and righteousness. 


The United States has been personalized and given the sobriquet “Uncle 
Sam.” Many today feel that Uncle Sam has been seduced. The word 
seduce means, “Lead you into by-paths.” By-paths have a relation to the 
main road: they are close at hand, but they are not the main road! There 
is always danger of a government wandering off into a by-path. 


I am made to think of Bunyan’s “Pilgrim’s Progress,” the immortal 
allegory that was so generally read by people during the first century 
of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company’s existence that it 
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exercised a formative influence upon the English language—a greater 
influence than anything else that was ever written, excepting only the 
King James Version of the Holy Bible. 


In “Pilgrim’s Progress,” we are told that “Christian and Hopeful as 
they went on wished for a better way. Now, a little before them, there was 
on the left-hand of the road a meadow, and a stile to go over into it, 
and that meadow is called By-path Meadow. On that inviting By-path, 
they saw a man by the name of Mr. Vain Confidence walking ahead of 
them. They asked him for their point of arrival by following this easy 
way, and he assured them that the path would take them to their hoped-for 
destination. However, as they went along, night descended upon them, and 
Mr. Vain Confidence fell into a pit and was dashed to pieces, while our 
Pilgrims became lost in the Land of Giant Despair.” 


There are those who feel that Uncle Sam, in quest of security and 
luxury and an easier way, has been seduced into By-path Meadow. Let us 
hope that he will not follow Vain Confidence, but will return to the 


old path, the good road, before he becomes lost in the Land of Giant 
Despair. 


If Uncle Sam should ask me what he is to do, I would say, Turn to 
the right and get hack onto the old path, the good road—the path where 
you will find the pieties and virtues that made this country great. If 
Uncle Sam should ack how he might know that path, I would tell him that 
he would recognize it by three sure signs, namely: the Town Hall, the 
Schoolhouse, and the Church. 


Let the town hall stand for our form of government. Guizot, the French 


historian, once asked James Russell Lowell, “How long will the American 
Republic endure?” 


Lowell replied, “As long as the ideas of the men who founded it continue 
dominant.” 


What were those ideas? What does the town hall really mean as the 
symbol of our republic? Let me name briefly eight ideas of the founders. 


To sustain the imagery which I have used, I shall call these ideas eight 
steps into the town hall. 


The first step is this: Remember that ours is a republican form of 
government. It would be well to talk less about democracy and more about 
the republic. You can have a democracy without a republican form of 
government, but you cannot have a republic without democracy. The 
early New England town meeting was the only true democracy that ever 
existed on this continent, 


But democracy is more than a definition. It is a spirit and way of life. 
Its essence is the dignity and freedom of the individual. Under our form 
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of government, it is called a Republic. A republic is a democracy in a 
country so large that the people cannot all participate directly in law 
making; but in which they choose from their whole number certain others 
to make and enforce the laws. 


An essential idea of a republic is that the people choose their own 
officers, and hold them responsible. That is the reason why the turning 
over of so large a part of governmental responsibility to bureaus is a 
dangerous thing; for bureaus are run by persons who are not directly 
amenable to the voters. Bureaucratic government, if it is extended much 
more in this country, may imperil the life of the republic. 


The second step is: Keep the system of checks and balances in govern- 
ment inviolable, allowing no one branch to encroach upon another. The 
framers of the American Constitution knew that it was well to place 
restraints upon the various branches of government. Thus the President 
is held in check by Congress; the Congress is held in check by the 
President, and both the Congress and the President are held within the 
limits of the Constitution by the Supreme Court. 


If there is need of protecting the President so that Congress may not 
encroach upon his powers, there is even greater need of watchfulness that 
the President does not usurp the powers of Congress. There has been a 
tendency in recent years to belittle Congress, to joke about it, to pass 
uncomplimentary remarks upon it, and to create the public opinion that 
Congress is a sprag in the wheel of progress, a sort of necessary evil, 
perhaps. The simple truth is the Congress is the one bulwark between 
the American people and the possibilities of a dictatorship; for if there 
should ever be in the presidency a man both strong and unscrupulous 
who could usurp the prerogatives of Congress, our republican form of 
government would cease to be. Too many citizens seem to be totally 
ignorant of one awful lesson of history, namely: that often when a people 
think they are defending their liberties from a foreign power, they lose 
them to their own government. James Madison, the greatest authority on 
the subject in his day, declared that “the accumulation of all powers in 
the same hands may justly be pronounced the very definition of tyranny,” 
and Woodrow Wilson, the greatest authority in his day, declared that 
“when we resist the concentration of power, we are resisting the processes 
of death, because the concentration of power is what always precedes the 
destruction of human liberties.” Therefore, magnify Congress, exalt it, 
let each new generation view it with respect and appreciation—and let 
the members of Congress always conduct themselves in harmony with the 
enormous importance of their high position. 


Third step into the meaning of the town hall: Ours is a government 
by law and not by men. Therefore, it is the duty of Congress to enact, 
and the President to approve and enforce just and equal laws, and it is 
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the duty of every citizen to give due and reverent obedience to all laws. 
A flippant and irreverent attitude toward law menaces the safety of the 
republic. It is especially important to keep this in mind at the present 
time, for every war is followed by a period of lawlessness. Following the 
Revolutionary War, anarchy stalked through the land. Following the 
Civil War, there was a malodorous mountain of iniquity, corruption, and 
malfeasance. Following World War I, there was a period when there 
were really two governments in this country,—the legitimate government, 
and the underworld government of gangsters. Prohibition was blamed, but 
Prohibition only furnished an occasion for the lawless impulse to express 
itself, even as conditions now do not make but only furnish an occasion 
for all manner of crime. 


Fourth step: If we are true to the ideals of the founders of our republic, 
we will relegate to innocuous desuetude any politician who seeks to ride 
into office on swaves of hate and suspicion, for the essential unity that 
constitutes us one people is the palladium of our liberty, happiness, safety 
and prosperity. The person who, for political advantage, stirs up racial 
animosities or religious prejudice, or who tries to array section against 
section, or who appeals to a single group—as to either labor or management 
—is an enemy of the republic and should be known as such. 


Fifth step: To keep alive the ideals of the founders of our republic, 
Wwe must not permit any organized faction or minority group to put its 
will in place of the will of the nation. We talk much about protecting 
the rights of minorities—and we should scrupulously protect them; but 
Sometimes an organized minority, through combinations and pressure 
methods, through boycotts and bloc voting, can elevate to positions of 
power selfish and unprincipled men who will try to stay in office by curry- 
ing political favor with ambitious minorities rather than by serving the 
whole nation. There is no tyranny more terrible than that of a selfish 
minority in the saddle. 


Sixth step: We must keep the spirit and practice of discussion alive. 
In a republic, the people are the rulers. The persons whom they have 
chosen to make and enforce their laws are only their servants. Therefore, 
the people have both the right and the correlative duty of discussion. They 
must be free to discuss the work of their officials, to criticize it, to find 
fault with it, to tell the officials what to do, and to dismiss them if they 
do not do it. Free discussion is the very breath of life to a republican 
form of government. Thomas Jefferson, in his First Inaugural, declared 
that “error of opinion may be tolerated where reason is left free to combat it.” 


Seventh step: If we are to maintain our republican form of government, 
we must preserve a sound economic structure. It is imperative that we 
should cherish public credit. To that end, the Nation’s debts must be paid, 
its budget honestly balanced, and taxes upon its people kept as low as is 
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consistent with these imperatives. You will remember that Gibbon listed 
exorbitant taxes as one of the causes of the decline of Rome. 


Local, state and national taxes—taxes visible and taxes hidden—have 
so increased in this country that many people in despair feel that it is 
useless to try to save anything for the future. Let me tell you something 
that should alarm you. The Federal Government in the first 156 years 
of our Republic’s existence took from the public, taxes totaling two hundred 
forty-eight billion dollars. During this first 156 years of our national 
history, we had the hang-over cost of the Revolutionary War, the cost of 
the trouble with Tripoli, the second war with Great Britain, the War with 
Mexico, the ‘Civil War, the War with Spain, the First World War, and the 
Second World War. With all those terribly expensive calamities, the 
Federal Government took in taxes, I say, during our first 156 years, a 
total of two hundred forty-eight billion dollars. During the seven years 
ending with last January, it took from the public in the form of taxes, 
three hundred twenty billion dollars,—far more in seven years ending with 
last January than in the entire previous history of the nation’s life. That 
simply cannot go on indefinitely. It is appropriate that I should quote 
the idea of one of the founders of the Republic, even Thomas Jefferson 
himself. This is what he says: 


“J place economy among the first and most important virtues, 
public debt as the greatest of dangers to be feared... . To 
preserve our independence, we must not let our rulers load us with 
perpetual debt. . . . We must make our choice between economy 
and liberty or profusion and servitude. . . . If we run into such 
debts, we must be taxed in our meat and: drink, in our necessities 
and our comforts, in our labors and in our amusements. . . . If we 
can prevent the Government from wasting the labors of the people, 
under the pretense of caring for them, they will be happy.” 


Eighth step: We must cultivate cooperative peace and harmony with 
all nations. No nation can live to itself, and no nation can die unto itself. 
Our nation has grown so great and powerful that it can now dare to assume 
leadership in giving to the world a demonstration of international justice 
and benevolence. Let us be done with boasting and strutting and threaten- 
ing. And let us ever remember the heart-searching words spoken by 
President Eisenhower: “Whatever America hopes to bring to pass in the 
world must first take place in the heart of America.” 


Keep your eye on the town hall, Uncle Sam, but standing alongside 
it is the schoolhouse! 


The schoolhouse stands for education. James Russell Lowell says that 
the American republic will endure so long as the ideas of the founders 
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continue dominant. George Washington was an important character in 
the founding of the republic. Heed, therefore, what Washington says: 
“Promote as an object of primary importance, institutions for the general 
diffusion of knowledge. In proportion as the structure of government gives 


force to public opinion, it is essential that public opinion should be 
enlightened.” 


Education is the indispensable means by which the ideas of the men 
who founded the American republic can be disseminated and perpetuated. 
Only through education can the people be kept from becoming greedy and 
ignorant, from degenerating into a populace incapable of self-government. 
It is only by education, religion and morality that the people can save 
themselves from becoming a willing instrument of their own debasement 


and ruin. Horace Mann proclaimed that “school houses are the republican 
line of fortifications.” 


The church is on this right road which I am begging Uncle Sam to 
follow. The church stands for religion. By the church, I mean all 
Protestant Churches of whatever name, and the Roman Catholic Church, 
and the Jewish Synagogue. I mean the worship of God and the consecration 
of the worshiper to the righteous rule of God in human lives. 


We must maintain the spiritual foundations of the republic. The men 
who founded this republic believed in religious liberty, and they were 
religious! They believed in freedom of worship, and they worshiped! They 
knew that public morality must restrain ambitious men, and they also 
knew that morality without religion is like a flower torn off from its root. 
The ideas that went into the making of this republic were the ideas that 
had been proclaimed from the pulpits of the colonial meeting houses for 
a hundred years before the republic was established. Keep regnant the 
ancient pieties and virtues upon which this Nation was founded. If there 
ever was a day when we needed honesty in government, it is now. I shall 
never forget how impressed I was as a boy to read that when John Quincy 
Adams was President of the United States, he forbade his son to use on 
a private letter a postage stamp which belongs to the government. Oh, 


for a return to that old-fashioned honesty, honesty that was more than 
legal honesty! 


About a hundred years ago, the French Government sent to America 
Alexis de Tocqueville of Normandy, a shrewd observer, to discover and 
make known to the people of France the secret of America’s amazing 
Progress. Here is what de Tocqueville reported that he had seen in 
America a century ago: 


“I sought for the greatness and genius of America in her com- 
modious harbours and her ample rivers, and it was not there; in 
the fertile fields and boundless prairies, and it was not there; in 
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her rich mines and her vast world commerce, and it was not there. 
Not until I went into the churches of America, and heard her 
pulpits aflame with righteousness, did I understand the secret of 
her genius and power. America is great because she is good, and 
if America ever ceases to be good, America will cease to be great.” 


A few years ago I wrote a book entitled “The American Canon.” It was 
the result of many years’ research for American documents so significant, 
so inspired, so esteemed by Americans, so durably valuable to the American 
people, so pregnant with the essence of the American spirit, so revelatory 
of the genius of America, that, taken together, they constitute the authori- 
tative rule of Americanism. I finally selected seven documents which I 
hold bear as vital a relation to intelligent American patriotism as the 
Canonical Scriptures bear to our religious faith. It is striking that the 
spiritual element which springs from a knowledge of the Bible is in every 
one of these immortal documents. 


Let me show you: I hold that the Genesis—the “In the beginning”’—of 
American democracy is the Mayflower Compact, and it opens with the 
words, “In the name of God, Amen,” and the writers declare that what 
they are doing they do for “the glory of God.” The Exodus of American 
democracy is the Declaration of Independence—it marks our going out 
from the land of bondage to the promised land of liberty and self- 
government,—and it makes a four-fold appeal to Almighty God. Our Book 
of the Law is the Constitution of the United States, and in the Constitu- 
tional Convention, when it seemed utterly impossible for the delegates to 
devise any instrument for the more perfect union which they were con- 
templating, Benjamin Franklin arose and moved that the Convention 
should be opened each morning with prayer. The speech in which he made 
the motion is one of the most powerful of his distinguished career, and it 
is replete with Scriptural quotations and allusions. Our Major Prophecy 
is George Washington’s Farewell Address, in which he says: “Of all the 
dispositions and habits, which lead to political prosperity, religion and 
morality are indispensable supports. In vain would that man claim the 
tribute of patriotism, who should labor to subvert these great pillars of 
Human happiness, these firmest props of the duties of men and citizens.” 
Abraham Lincoln’s Second Inaugural Address is the Gospel of Americanism. 
Its Scriptural cadences are freighted with a moral intensity. In it, Lincoln 
affirms and reaffirms his faith in the justice of his cause and in the 
righteousness of God. The last article Woodrow Wilson ever wrote, entitled 
“The Road Away From Revolution,” I have called An Epistle to the 
Americans. In it, Wilson pleads for “a Christian conception of justice,” 
and declares: “The sum of the whole matter is this, that our civilization 
cannot survive materially unless it be redeemed spiritually. It can be 
saved only by becoming permeated with the spirit of Christ.” Our Psalm 
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of Americanism is “The Star-Spangled Banner.” Not often do we think 
of it as a religious hymn, and yet note the spiritual passion and the 
religious phraseology of the last stanza: 


“Oh! thus be it ever, when freemen shall stand 

Between their loved homes and war’s desolation! 

Blest with victory and peace, may the heaven-rescued land 
Praise the Power that hath made and preserved us a nation! 
Then conquer we must, when our cause it is just, 

And this be our motto: ‘In God is our trust.’ 

And the Star-Spangled Banner in triumph shall wave 

O’er the land of the free and the home of the brave.”
